PARENTS, KIDS 
WORRY AS CITY 
REACTS TO STRING 
OF SHOOTINGS

Children passing the playlot Monday peered 
at the maze of monkey bars, climbers and 
tunnels, but their loved ones made sure they 
didn’t dare approach. 

The equipment at Charles S. Brownell 
School in the Park Manor neighborhood sat 
empty less than 24 hours after five children 
ranging in age from 11 to 15 were shot and 
wounded while walking nearby 

“We’re not playing there,” Phillipa Griffin 
said sternly as her 3-year-old great-grandson 
tried to run to one of the slides. 

It isn’t just the parents who are wrestling 
with anxiety over the safety of their children 
as temperatures begin to ramp up and people 
start spending more time outside. It is an an- 
nual ritual for many in Chicago’s troubled, 
crime-ridden neighborhoods. 

Calling it the most difficult part of his job, 
Mayor Emanuel spent part of Monday morn- 
ing reaching out to the families of the five 
children wounded Sunday night in the drive- 
by shooting. On Easter Sunday, Emanuel 
said, he had hiked along the lakefront and 
saw families enjoying the holiday. 

“That sense of joy, that sense of carefree 
should not be determined by where you live,” 
he said. “It should be the expectation for ev- 
ery child of the city of Chicago. And ... all of 
us who serve the public have a responsibility 
to make sure that every child has a carefree 
life with a sense of joy and optimism. Be- 
cause the young kids of last night, in parts 
of the city, their youth has been taken from 
them.” 

Residents who live near the scene of Sun- 
day night’s shooting said fear of violence 
has long shaped their daily lives and altered 
childhoods. 

Some young people can’t gather on side- 
walks or stand in front of their homes. Chil- 
dren can’t play in their yards. And in recent 
years, some can’t even go to the local play- 
ground that is closest to them. 

“It’s not safe out here. I’m sad. I don’t 
want to get shot,” Rajae McGee, 7, said Mon- 
day afternoon as she was leaving Brownell

school. The night before, the first grader said 
she had run in fear when she heard the loud 
pops that she recognized as gunshots in the 
6600 block of South Michigan Avenue. 


Tymisha Washington, 11, was the most seri- 
ously hurt Sunday One bullet struck her chin, 
a second broke a rib and her collarbone, punc- 
turing her lung. As the fifth grader recovered 
in the intensive care unit at Stroger Hospital, 
her family feared the shooting might set the 
tone for the rest of the spring and summer. 

“I’m very concerned because it gets worse 
and worse every year,” said the girl’s grand- 
mother, Rebecca Washington. “When it gets 
hot, you see gangs of teenagers walking up 
and down the street cussing, drinking and all 
that kind of stuff.” 

Through Sunday, at least 48 youths aged 
1 6 or younger have been shot in Chicago so 


far this year, a Tribune analysis found. 

On Monday Police Supt. Garry McCarthy 
called the shooting in Park Manor and the vio- 
lence throughout the city over the weekend— 
at least eight killed and 36 others wounded 
between Friday evening and midnight Sun- 
day— “a wake-up call that we have a lot of 
work to do” leading into the warm months. 

“We’re trying to set the department up 
right now for those summer months,” he said 
as he announced the hiring of 184 new offi- 
cers. “This is all part of the plan, getting us 
in that position that we want to be in where 
we’re fully staffed and ready to go for the 
summer.”

Recycling in Chicago 
has a long way to go

When Holly Worthy moved to Bucktown from 
Des Moines, Iowa, last year, recycling her used 
cans, bottles and paper goods was second nature. 

But Worthy 25, and her partner, Conor Aider, 
28, observed that for many of their neighbors and 
friends in Chicago, recycling wasn’t as intuitive. 

‘A lot of our friends don’t recycle at all,” Wor- 
thy said. “When they would first come over, they 
would throw their beer bottles and cans in the 
trash. Now they throw it in our recycling bins, and 
it’s kind of an education and learning opportunity 
for everybody” 

It hasn’t been easy 
being green in Chicago, 
which produces close to 
950,000 tons of waste a 
year and only recently 
finished building out its 
program to reuse some 
of that waste. Local re- 
cycling options range 
from city-orchestrated, 
bi-weekly pick-up for 
some homes to no op- 
tions at all for others. 

“Abu take what you 
can get,” said Aider, 
who has lived in Chi- 
cago for six years in apartment buildings that 
encouraged recycling and ones that didn’t. In one 
South Loop space, he said, “It was not even an op- 
tion.” 

Recycling has gained cultural capital across 
the country in recent years as government pro- 
grams and environmental advocates have pushed 
for people to adopt environmentally sustainable 
waste-reduction practices in their businesses and 
homes. More than half of Millennial say they re- 
cycle “everything they possibly can,” and make a 
strong effort to separate their recyclables from 
their trash, according to a 2013 DDB Worldwide 


Communications survey 

The city offers recycling pick-up to roughly 
600,000 households through its blue cart pro- 
gram, while other residential and commercial 
buildings are required by law to provide their own 
recycling drop-off and pick-up options. Some 
critics of the city’s program say this disparity has 
kept Chicago lagging behind other major cities’ 
efforts to reduce waste. 

“People who come to Chicago would ask, ‘How 
do you do recycling?’ And people would say ‘Aou 
know, you really don’t,’ ” said Mike Nowak, the 
president of the nonprofit Chicago Recycling 
Coalition, which advocates for better municipal 
recycling practices. “We’re getting better, but it’s 
slow There’s a lot of room for improvement.” 

Chicago first began 
rolling out its blue cart 
program to a handful 
of neighborhoods in 
2007, but the program 
was slow to expand 
to the rest of the city 
until recently due to 
the city’s economic 
woes. Last October 
the Department of 
Streets and Sanitation 
finished allocating 
blue carts to 600,000 
eligible homes, which 
include single-fam- 
ily homes and two-, 

three- and four-flats. 

Larger apartment complexes are required by 
law to provide recycling options to residents 
along with trash collection, but many don’t. And 
according to some city officials and environ- 
mental advocates, the law is not being enforced 
strongly enough to make an impact. 

According to data compiled by the city’s De- 
partment of Streets and Sanitation, Chicago’s rate 
of waste recycled through the blue cart program 
as opposed to going to landfills was just more than 
12 percent in 2013 —an amount that saved the city 
$3.7 million in waste disposal fees.

But the newness of the city’s program makes it 
hard to compare with those of coastal cities, like 
Portland, Ore., Seattle and San Francisco, which 
have long been considered waste-reduction pio- 
neers. More than a decade ago, San Francisco’s 
board of supervisors pledged to have the city 
recycling more than 75 percent of its waste by 
2010, a goal it has exceeded, and 100 percent of 
its waste by 2020. 

According to Chris Sauve, Chicago’s recycling 
program director, local residential recycling has 
not expanded as quickly as it could have because 
of the economics of waste disposal in the Mid- 
west, where space in landfills is relatively cheap, 
and the budgetary pressures brought on by the 
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20 o8 financial crisis. 

“Zero waste is definitely something we should be 
striving for,” he said. “Our big focus right now is trying 
to get people to use the blue carts as much as possible 
and recycle right.” 

Some Chicagoans have taken a creative approach to 
the project of reducing waste when they see local pro- 
grams falling short. 

Amber Gribben, 38, of Ukrainian Village, sees 
at-home worm composting as a solution to reducing 
food waste, which often makes up the majority of a 
typical household’s trash in Chicago. 

Since 2008, Gribben, co-founder of the worm com- 
posting business, Urban Worm Girl, has helped outfit 
several thousand Chicago-area kitchens with worm 


composting bins. They can compost up to five pounds 
of food waste in one day 

“It’s a ton of food waste that is being saved from go- 
ing into the landfill, which is not an ideal place for food 
waste,” Gribben said. 

To Nowak of the Chicago Recycling Coalition, the 
best way to boost the city’s residential recycling rates 
is to encourage people— especially landlords— to take 
extra steps to provide recycling in their buildings and 
then use it. 

“We’ve got a city full of people who became con- 
vinced that recycling doesn’t work because it didn’t for 
a long time,” he said. “The job now is to educate those 
people.”

WASTE LAND

In a warehouse in Lincoln Park, a group of sustainability-minded car- 
penters and hobbyists are turning Michigan barn wood into bedroom 
headboards and porcelain sinks into garden planters. 

That group is called the Rebuilding 
Exchange, a nonprofit that collects do- 
nated building and construction materi- 
als destined for landfills and resells them 
or helps Chicagoans turn them into new 
items. Since it was founded in 2009, the 
Rebuilding Exchange has diverted more 
than 1,000 tons of materials away from 
landfills, according to Heather White, 
the director of community outreach and 
engagement. It is one of a growing num- 
ber of local nonprofits working toward 
reducing the amount of waste Chicago 
sends to landfills each year. 

“Roughly 60 percent of what goes 
into Chicago’s landfills is construction 
debris, and a lot of it is useable,” White 
said. “Everything has multiple purposes 
besides its original purpose. We try to of- 
fer people two or three examples of what 
they can do.” 

Set up like the inside of a Home Depot, the storeroom offers rows and 
rows of unfinished wood, in addition to finished cabinets, kitchen sets, 
bathroom appliances and light fixtures, all offered at deep discounts. On 
a recent weekday, a full set of wood cabinets that could be installed in a 
kitchen as-is was retailing for $1,400. 

Rebuilding Exchange’s clients include landlords, restaurateurs look- 
ing to redecorate and film crews looking for cheap props. The ware- 
house, at 1740 W Webster Ave., also is open to the public for browsing. 
It also has a wood shop with multiple work tables where Rebuilding 
Exchange staff members offer classes. Recent do-it-yourself workshops 
have included bicycle repair, reusing plastic bags and green plumbing. 

In one workshop, White taught attendees to create mirrors and 
frames out of donated glass mirrors and wood, and to reuse metal to 
make cold-frame boxes for garden planters. 

Reclaimed materials come from all over the Chicago area and nearby 
states: wood from barns in Wisconsin and Michigan; cabinets from 
homes on the North Shore; scraps from a Streeterville demolition site, 
White said.

which was released Sunday 

Researchers created an algorithm to eval- 
uate several data sets, including the number 
of comedy clubs in each city, the number 
of famous comedians born there and travel- 
ing comedians’ ratings of local audiences. 

They also considered how frequently resi- 
dents visit comedy websites. They then sur- 
veyed more than 900 people living in the Top 
10 cities, asking about the kinds of funny en- 
tertainment they enjoyed, whether they con- 
sidered humor an important quality in friends 
and lovers and subjected them to a personal- 
ity test. They also had participants describe 
their city’s sense of humor and recount their 
favorite joke.

West threatens Russia 
with more sanctions 


An international agreement to avert wider 
conflict in Ukraine was faltering Monday with 
pro-Moscow separatist gunmen showing no 
sign of surrendering government buildings 
they have seized. 

U.S. and European officials say they will hold 
Moscow responsible and impose new econom- 
ic sanctions if the separatists do not clear out 
of government buildings they have occupied 
across swathes of eastern Ukraine over the 
past two weeks. 

Washington, which signed last week’s ac- 
cord in Geneva along with Moscow, Kiev and 
the European Union, said it would decide “in

They 
have had to compete without Rose for two 
straight years, and Deng was traded to 
Cleveland in January 

Yet just when it looked like things were 
going downhill fast, Noah elevated his play 
to an All-Star level. 

“Through all of the adversity this season, 
I just wanted to show that I wasn’t going to 
back down and I wasn’t going to say that this 
season was a waste,” Noah said. “I’m really 
proud of the way we responded as a team. 
Do I wish things were a little different? 
Yeah. I wish Pooh {Rose} wasn’t hurt and I 
wish Lu was still here. But the fact is, guys 
have worked hard and I’ve never seen a team 
collectively put so much work into a season.” 

Noah’s influence on the team goes be- 
yond his talent, Jimmy Butler said. “Joakim 
has meant everything to us, man. Just from 
the things he does on offense and defense,” 
Butler said. “With his energy and the type 
of leader he is, words can’t describe 
exactly what he is for this team.” 

The success the Bulls have had is 
primarily a decision by Thibodeau 
to run the offense through him. 
Even though the relationship be- 
tween the two seems rocky at times, the 


trust Thibs has in Noah is something he 
appreciates. 

“I think my coach has confidence in me 
making plays that maybe he didn’t have in 
the past,” Noah said. “My teammates have 
confidence in me. I’m touching the ball so 
much more than I have ever, in my life. It’s 
a good feeling and I’m just going to keep 
grinding and see where it takes me.”
